ENEMY LOSES 738 TANKS IN FIRST 24 HOURS

Adolf Hitler’s long-expected summer offensive appeared 
to have run into a buzzsaw of Soviet defenses today as the 
Red armies blocked every major thrust along a 165-mile 
front, killed 10,000 Germans and destroyed 738 Nazi tanks 
in the first 24 hours. 
The German drive, launched just after dawn yester­ 
day, struck on the so-called “hinge” sector 200 miles south 
of Moscow, in the region between Orel and Belgorod. 
Battle dispatches said a series of violent assaults by Ger­ 
man' armored divisions and infantry had been flung back at 
all key points, with Nazi losses running as high as 50 per 
cent of their total attacking strength. 
In two other great theaters of the war—the southwest 
Pacific and the Mediterranean—the tempo was rising sharply 
aa the United Nations pounded against Japan’s outer perim­ 
e te r of defenses and against the southern ramparts of 


In'the Pacific, U. S. warships were reported engaging 
a Japanese naval force of undisclosed size for the second 
time in four days, compelling the enemy to risk at least part 
of his dwindling fleet in an attempt to check the eight-day-old 
American drive through the Solomon Islands.

True, an Associated Press sur­ 
vey showed that at least 298 deaths 
occurred over the weekend but only 
127 of these were traffic fatalities.

Forty-one states and the District 
of Columbia reported fatalities. 
The 127 highway deaths were 
more than IOO fewer than a con­ 
servative pre-holiday estimate by 
the National Safety Council whose 
expel ts figured between 250 and 
300 would die while driving. Last 
year, the first wartime July 4 holi­ 
day, there were 320 traffic deaths 
and in 1941 
before gas-tire-auto 
restrictions there were 500. 
This year, also, not a single fire­ 
works death was reported.

THOUGHTS ON RATIONING 
From now on we shall talk about rationing with a 
clear conscience, and when somebody inquires caustically 
if we think we know more about pronunciation than 
Webster’s dictionary does, we shall sniff haughtily and 
refer the needler to the American Speech Quarterly, 
published by Columbia University. 
There he (the needler) can discover as did we (the 
erstwhile bewildered) that the lexicographer slipped up 
when he said the word should be pronounced ration 
rather than ration. 
Kemp Malone of Johns Hopkins has discovered, and 
"the Columbia University Department of Public Informa­ 
tion passes on the news in four pages and almost 1000 
words, that once upon a time there used to be two words 
—ration and ration. 
One had its roots in Latin, and was a doublet for 
ratio, and meant “the relation between two similar 
magnitudes in respect to quantity.” By rhyming ration 
with relation, it becomes clear that this one was pro­ 
nounced ration. But about 1815, soon after the burning 
of Washington, this word became obsolete and disap­ 
peared from dictionaries. 
The other had its roots in French, and referred to 
the daily portion of food served to soldiers and sailors, 
which obviously makes it the lineal ancestor of the word 
that is causing Prentiss Brown to lose his sleep, his 
hair and his hope for a happy hereafter. 
This word 
had nothing to do with relations, who did not share in 
the soldier’s daily allotment of food, and so, perhaps 
to distinguish it clearly, it was pronounced with the 
French "a” which made it become ration. 
So it develops that the word in which we are inter­ 
ested should have been pronounced ration all along, 
and not ration, because ration was dropped out of the 
dictionary more than a century and a quarter ago and 
now is anachronistic. 
The misunderstanding never would have arisen, and 
given us opportunity to clear it all up as we now have, 
but for radio announcers, who looked ration up in the 
dictionary and found that it could be pronounced either 
ration or ration, but that ration is preferred. 
But the soldiers never were fooled. They continued 
to say ration, and so did most of us, though a few purists 
insisted upon muddling us all up by saying ration. 
If you are still in doubt, here is a little couplet which 
wre tossed together on the spur of the moment: 
Ifs the fashion 
To ration. 
Remember that, and you can’t go w rong, though you 
may become involved in arguments. 


“AS WE GO MARCHING ON”

Along with its history of the community the bank 
has presented the essential facts showing its continuous 
and steady progress from 1S93 to 1943 and its growth 
in deposits at the present time to thirty times the 
amount at the end of the first year’s business. Present- 
day services are described and the entire booklet is 
w’ritten and illustrated in a way that will make it happi­ 
ly acceptable in every home. 
The Times-Mirror joins with all the community in 
congratulating the bank and its officers on their record.
